Israel security 
men arrive 
in sombre Cairo

CAIRO. — An advance party of 
Israeli security men flew into Cairo 
last night to prepare the security 
arrangements for the military talks 
due to begin tomorrow. 

Among them was the officer who 
supervised security during Sadat’s 
visit to Jerusalem. They flew by 
commercial airlines via Europe, and 
were whisked away from the plane 
on arrival — presumably by their 
Egyptian counterparts. 

The mood here in Cairo on the eve 
of the renewed negotiations is som- 
bre compared with the euphoria that 
“prevailed before and during the 
Mena House conference. 

The exchange of sharp statements 
these past few days between Presi- 
dent Sadat and Premier Begin — and 
Israeli settlement activities in the 
Rafiah area — have captured 
headlines here and created an at- 
mosphere of uncertainty and even 
trepidation.

Government Presses will roll out

TV’s labour relations chief 
quits, others may follow

The resignation of Israel Broad- 
casting Authority deputy director- 
general Shiomo Abadi has aroused 
talk in TV circles that other senior 
Authority officials will leave as well. 

Abadi has for nearly three years 
been in cl of labour relations for 
TV and radio. Although he refused to 
comment last night on his resigna- 
tion, it was learned that he will 
probably leave the Authority in 
March. 


A source familiar with the Jabour 
troubles that have beset the coun- 
try’s radio and TV over the years 
told The Jerusalem Post that Abadi 
was frustrated by a ‘‘lack of 
leadership" in the Authority, and by 
the fact that settlement of the dozens 
of labour disputes in recent years 
had required the agreement of too 
many officials. 

“Any time the staff committees 
reached a-settlement with Abadi, it 
still had to be taken to the 
Authority's director-general and his 


Executive, the board of directors 
and other bodies,” a source said. 
“The Education Minister, who is 
responsible for implementing the 
Broadcasting Authority Law, and 
the Civil Service Commission, as 
well as the trade unions, also have to 
consent,"’ the source added. 

Other resignations are rumoured 
to be on the way, in the wake of 
reported discontent in the Authority. 
Meir Bakalinik, in charge of man- 
power at the Broadcasting Authori- 
ty, is also reportedly on the verge of 
leaving for reasons similar to those 
of Abadi. But Bakalinik, who has 
also gained a fine reputation since he 
left a top administrative job in the 
Post Office almost three yeara ago to 
join the Authority, last night denied 
that he was planning to resign. 

Mordechai Kirschenbaum, the 
director of Hebrew programming‘at 
TV House, has gone on leave with a 
threat to quit, but sources in the 
Authority said he would not resign, 
despite his complaints against the 
management.

Police question 
husband of woman 
found strangled

PETAH TIKVA. — The special 
police team formed to investigate 
the death of 19-year-old Meira 
Matirani, who was found strangled 
on Sunday afternoon, were question- 
ing the woman's husband yesterday 
as forensic experts tried to deter- 
mine if her death was murder or 
suicide. 

There were no signs of a struggle 
in the flat of Mrs. Matirani’s 
parents, where her mother found her 
unconscious at 1.30 p.m. on Sunday. 
She was taken to hospital where she 


. was pronounced dead. A preliminary 


examination by the director of the 
Abu Kabir Institute for Forensic 
Medicine, Dr. Bezalel Bloch, found 
no signs of violence on the body. - 

The possibility of suicide was dis- 
counted by detectives who said that 
the physical disposition of the body 
seemed to indicate that Mrs. 
Matirani had been murdered. The 
woman was found with a ‘length of 
what was described as a ‘strangling 
cord"’ wrapped around her throat. 

Police have been questioning 
several persons, including 
Matirani’s husband, who reportedly 
has an alibi for the time of the 
murder.

Vietnamese digging in 
along Cambodia border 


~ BANGKOK. — Vietnamese forces 
yesterday appeared to be con- 
aolidating gains along the Cambo- 
“ἴα border despite Cambodia's 
laims ts troops had won 
victories on all battle fronts. 55 

Vastly superior to Cambodian 
forces in numbers and logistical 
backing, the Vietnamese army has 
advanced up to 50 kms. in some 
areas, but diplomats here dismissed 
Cambodian charges that Hanoi's 
final objective is to overrun Phnom 
Penh and install a puppet regime. 

Intelligence sources said yester- 
day that Cambodia's eastern army, 
at least a third of its 80,000-man arm- 
ed forces, was destroyed in the Viet- 
namese invasion. 

In addition, the reports indicated 
that Cambodian soldiers have sur- 
rendered to Vietnamese forces in un- 
Precedented numbers. Some 
analysts believe the Khmer Rouge 
are defecting. 

Intelligence officlais estimated 
-yeaterday that before the fighting 
began, Cambodia had about 25,000 of 
its 80,000-man armed forces station- 
ed along the eastern front. 

Despite the reported Vietnamese 
successes in the battlefield, Cam- 
bodia remained adamant 
responding to Vietnam's call for 
negotiations to settle the border dis- 
pute. 

Radio Phnom Penh continued with 
its claims that its troops had won a 
“great victory” over Vietnam and 
had “Hberated" all parts of Svay 
Rieng province — the ‘Parrot 
Beak" area, where border clashes 
escalated into a large-scale military 
confrontation last month. 

In a U.S. TV interview yesterday, 
presidential adviser Zbigniew 
Brzezinski said the border clash 
between Vietnam and Cambodia is 
in effect a war by proxy between the 
Soviet Union and China. 

He said the U.S. did not have any 
intelligence reports to suggest that 
‘there were Soviet or Chinese ad- 
visers in the field in Indochina. 

“The Cambodians, however, claim 
that there are, and the fact that they 
are claiming !t 15 itself politically im- 


portant, even if untrue,” he added. 
In the first public corament on the 
Vietnamese-Cambodia border clash 


by a senior U.S. official, Brzezinski 
paid: 


“T find It very inte: 4 ari- 
ly as the first eae Of a tees wae 
between China and the Soviet Union. 

“The Vietnamese are, clearly, 
supported by the Sovieta politically 
and militarily and the Cambodians 
are supported politically and, 
perhaps, militarily by the Chinese," 
he said. 


Τὰ response to further questions, 
the White House official said he did 
not necessarily believe that the 
border clash would lead to further 
friction along the frontier. 

Intelligence sources said the Viet- 
mamese, using some American 
weapons and tactics learned against 
U.8. troops, have suffered some 
minor losses in the Ha Tien area, at 
the southern tp of the border and 
around the Cambodian town of Snoul 
about 20 kms. from the frontier. 

Several sources with access to 
detailed intelligence said the 
fighting has diminished in the last 
few days. The conflict appears, at 
least for the time being, to have 
shifted to a propaganda war. 

Cambodia’s Prince Norodom 
Sihanouk emerged from shadowy 
retirement yesterday to blast his 
former Vietnamese allies as 
“aggressor forces"’ and “‘lackeys."" 

Radio Phnom Penh's early mor- 
ning broadcast included a pair of 
letters, one reportedly written by 
Sihanouk and the other by ‘‘adviser"’ 
Penh Nouth. Both letters con- 
gratulated Cambodian forces for 
“victories against the Vietnamese. 

Sihanouk, said by some observers 
to be a virtual prisoner of the radical 
Communist Phnom Penh regime, 
emerged briefly in recent days as 
‘the author of another letter critical 
of Vietnam. 

The former head of state said in

ported the Cambodian Communist 
Party as the “legal and legitimate" 
government of Cambodia.

Rumours of London-Dublin 
deal on embattled Ulster 


BELFAST (AP). — Ulster political 
leaders who favour continued links 
between Northern Ireland end Bri- 
tain reacted sharply yesterday to un- 
confirmed claims that British 
ministers have reached a secret deal 
with the Irish government in Dublin 
over the future of the embattled 
British-ruled ce.

_ Mason, secretary for Ulster in the 
British cabinet, and Ulster political 
parties aimed at seeking an agree- 
ment on some new form of rule for 
Northern Ireland. 

Six Unionists who sit at West- 
minster as members of parliament 
will meet today to decide whether to 
continue their support for Prime 
Minister James Callaghan's Labour 
government, which needs all the 
votes it can muster in the House of 
Commons. 

The Unionists, clilef voice of the 
Protestant majority in Northern 
Ireland, made no attempt to conceal 
their fury at what some denounced 
as a “repugnant” weekend speech 
by Prime Minister Jack Lynch of the 


overwhelmingly Roman Catholic | 


Irish Republic. His speech led to the 
claims of a secret London-Dublin 
deal. 

Lynch asserted that the time has 


come for the British government to 
declare its intention of withdra’ 
from Northern Ireland and to ‘‘in- 
dicate their interest in bringing the 
Irish people together” by removing 
its statutory “steel wall” ing the 
unity of Northern Ireland and the 
Irish Republic. 


Lynch gaid he thought the British

NEW DELHI (AP). — Former 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
appeared yesterday before an of- 
ficial commission probing alleged 
misconduct by her regime. Outside, 
25 of her supporters were arrested 
while attempting to cross police cor- 
dons.: 


Gandhi, on her lawyer's advice, 
had declined to appear voluntarily 
before the commission in November. 
This time she was summoned, 

On her arrival, demonstrators 
separated by hundreds of riot police 
either cheered or jeered the 60-year- 
old Gandhi, accompanied by her 
lawyers and members of her family. 

One of her lawyers, Frank 

Anthony. raised numerous procedur- 
al questions during the day's session, 
and hearing was adjourned before 
Gandhi could be called to testify. 

Gandhi, who resigned the 
premiership after her party's defeat 
at the polls last March, sat quietly in 
the crowded hearing room as 
‘Anthony denounced the inquiry as an 
“exercise of political vendetta 
. against the former prime minister." 

He maintained that allegations 
‘made by earlier witnesses were be- 
ing reported by the Indian news 


media as fact, maligning her. The 
lawyer described the coverage as 
“trial by newspaper." 

The commission, headed by 
former Supreme Court Justice J.C. 
Shah, has heard testimony since 
September about alleged illegalities 
committed by the Gandhi govern- 
ment in proclaiming emergency rule 


im 1975 and during the 19-month: 


emergency that followed. Its 
recommendations could lead to 
possible prosecution. 


Despite her resignation, her arreat 
last Octoher on corruption charges 
and the continuing Shah Commission 
probe, Gandhi refuses to retire 
gracefully from Indian politics. For 
the past several months, she has 
tried to gain control of the opposition 
Congress Party, which she led for 11 
years until the party's defeat by 
Prime Minister Morarji Desai's 
Janata Party last March. 


Gandhi's supporters, although 
only a minority, called a rebel party 
convention and proclaimed her 
president on January 2, splitting the 
Congress into two separate parties.

DURBAN, South Africa (AP). — 
Police said yesterday that they had 
found no link between the fatal 
shooting here early Sunday of δ 
white former university lecturer and 
the wounding, also here, of a black 
former political activist. 

Banned lecturer Richard Turner, 
36, was killed at point-blank range 
when he looked through a window to 
see who was knocking on his door 
here just after midnight, his 
daughters Jaan, 13, and Kim, 9, said. 
They were sleeping in the front room 
of their home when the shooting oc- 
curred. 

Turner, an outspoken Marxist 
eritle of the government, was placed 
under a five-year restriction order in 
1973. It was due to expire in March. 

His mother Jane Turner, who lives 
in the Cape Province, said during 
Turner's banning he had had his 
motoreycle burned, car tires slash- 
ed, a load of cement delivered to his 
front door, and a bomb throwa at the 
house which did several hundred 
rands' worth of damage. 

An hour before the Turner 
shooting, former African National 
Congress: member Stephen Mtshall, 
who turned state’s evidence in 
several terrorism cases, wag shot 
and wounded elsewhere in the city 
by a hooded black gunman.

LONDON (Ofs). — One of the most 


Europe's fight against terrorism hag 
been the capture in Switzerland of 
Gabriele Kroecher-Tiedemann and a 
male companion after a shooting in- 
eldent near the French border in 
mid-December. 
. Apart from throwing some light on 
the more recent activities of the 
West Gerrhan Red Army Faction, it 
could provide vital clues In the hunt 
for the Venezuelan terroriat 
“Carlos,” probably the world’s most 
wanted man, who kidnapped oil 
ministers from the OPEC con- 
ference in Vienna almost exactly two 
years &g0. 

West Germen police have long 
been convinced that Kroecher- 
Tiedemann was the petite woman 
terrorist who accompanied Carlos 
(real name Dich Ramires Sanchez) 
on the raid and cold-bloodedly shot 
an Austrian policeman in the back of 
the head. In the same raid she killed 
an Iraq! bodyguard who was trying 
to disarm her. 

Like most of the West German 
terrorists, Gabriele Kroecher- 
Th comes from an affluent 
middle-class She was ἃ 
sociology student when she married 
Norbert Kroecher, who led her into 
terrariam but then abandoned her 
for another woman when she was 
serving her first jail sentence. 

This came in the summer of 1973 
when Tiedemann wes cornered in δ 
car-park in Bochum, West Germany, 

to steal licence pilates. During 
the gunfight that followed a 


Tiedemann surrendered. In court 
she told the judge that he would not 
be allowed to finish the trial. She was 
sentenced to eight years imprison- 
ment. 

In February 1975, Peter Lorenz, 
| the leader of Berlin's right-wing 
Christian Democrat Party, was kid- 
napped and held for six days. He was 
eventually exchanged for Kroecher~ 
Tiedemann and four other convicted 
terrorists, who were flown to Aden. 
It was the biggest capitulation to 
terrorism the West German Govern- 
mént had ever made and one it was 
to regret bitterly. 

Released with Kroecher- 
Tiedemann were Verena Becker, 
seed 28, a telephonist jailed for the 

bombing of the British yacht club in 
Berlin; Ina Siepeman, once a 
chemist's assistant but known in her 
mew career as ‘‘the bank lady” for 
the success with which she mingled 
with the customers prior to a raid; 
Rolf Heisler, a burglar in his mid- 
twenties who, the police said, had 
suddenly claimed political motiva- 
tion for his crimes; and Rolf Pohle,

the son of a former rector of Munich

But at first Tiedemann, who. was 
almost eligible for parole, had refus- 
ed to go. A desperate le for her 
loyalty began between her mother 
and Rolf Pohle who had been allowed 
to telephone her from the men’s 
prison where he was held. 

Her mother begged her to stay and 
stressed that her refusal to go would 
be viewed favourably by the parole 
board. Pohle countered by praising 
her bearing at the trial and also by 
hinting that husband Norbert might 
be at their journey's end. She decid- 
ed on a compromise. In a tearful 
telephone cali to her mother she 
promised that although she would 
leave with the other terrorists she 
would break off relations with them 
and continue her studies abroad. 

On the steps of the aircraft that

looking mournful, slightly behind the 
group's chosen escort hostage, 
Pastor Heinrich Albertz, who ac- 
companied them on the flight to 
South Yemen.

But once airborne she 
metamorphosized into the zestful 
young revolutionary again, insisting 
that the pilot send revolutionary 
greetings to the Libyans as they 
overflew Tripoli. Nor did she seem 
put out when the Libyans responded 
by forbidding them to land on their 
territory. 

Less. than a year later, she was

managed a team of Palestinian and 


European terrorists, when they- 


stormed the OPEC conference in 
Vienna and abducted 81 hostages. 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani, the

Amouzegar, thé Iranian Minister, 
were eventually released in Algeria. 
These two most conservative of the 
Middle East oil powers were later 
reported to have pald a buge ran- 
som, the actua) figure never disclos- 
ed, for the safe return of their 
ministers. 

West German security police who 
studied a news photograph of the 
woman terrorist involved thought 
they recognized Kroecher- 
Tiedemann. It is believed that their 
identification was confirmed later 
when her fingerprints were found in 
the OPEC bullding. 

Witnesses to the shooting of Anton 
‘Nehler, a middle-aged police inspec- 
tor assigned to security duty at 
OPEC meetings because he spoke 
Arabic and Persian, seid the woman 
terrorist killed him when he was try- 
“ing to escape. Tichler, “who at one 
point had attempted to disarm 
Carlos but had been thrown off by 
the chubby Venezuelan, tried to get 
away by golng down in the lift. As he 
entered the lift the woman terrorist 
came up behind him and, according 
to the witnesses, asked in Engiish: 
“Are you a policeman?" é 

When Tichler admitted he was and 
began to raise his hands she shot him 
just below the halrline from a dis- 

ce of just over a metre. A few 
minutes Jater she killed the Iragi Oil 
Minister's bodyguard, pulling 8 se- 
cond pistol from her belt when he 
had almost succeeded In disarming 
her. 

Kroecher-Tiedemann is the first 
person wanted in connection with the 
OPEC raid to be captured since the 
gang, one of them badly hurt by a 
shot in the stomach, disappeared in 
Algiers in December 1975. It will be 
interesting to see whether 
Chancellor Brmo Kreisky, who has 
been accused in the past of giving 
way foo easily to terrorists’ 
demands, wili demand her extradi- 
tion from Switzerland to Austria.

from articles which appeared in Zot 
Haaretz, the fortnightly publication 
issued by the Movement. 

For ten years, the ‘ 
politicians dismissed the men of the 
Land of Israel Movement as trouble- 
making lunatics. Logic, or perhaps 
wishful thinking.: led the practical 
politicians to believe that, after the 
Six Day War, the Arab jeadership 
would strike a deal with the Jews. 
Haven't the Jews proved that they 
were Getermined to stay. were able 
to stay, sweeping away the united ar- 
mies of the Arabs? The practical 
politicians declared the Jews would 
be tractable atid negotiate a com- 
promise satisfactory to all sides.

Unable-to beat the Jews in the field, 
they struck at Israel’s staunchest 


friend and supporter, America,. 


alienating her by threats and 
promises, brandishing a Bill of 
Palestinian Rights. Israel, 
meanwhile, has allowed herself to be 
known as a dog on the manger, un- 
willing to gve the lawful owners what 
is their due. 

The set of arguments proferred in 
rets: Yisrael Hasklema contains 
few surprises. There is the Divine 
Promise to Abraham, of course. The 
uninterrupted link between the Peo- 
ple in the Dispersion and the cradle 
of its birth. The Peel Commission is 
quoted to remind us that Palestine 
has never produced anything impor- 
tant for Islam. But ‘‘Palestine’ 
(Eretz Yisrael) is the one and only 
fatherland of the Jewish People," 
says Michael Deshe, the poet. There 
is nothing ‘‘Arab" about Palestine 
except its conquest by invaders from 
the Arab peninsula so many years 
ago. Relations with the local popula- 
tion, mainly Jewish, of course, were 
excellent under the Caliph Omar. 
The Islamization of Palestine was 
the result of later pressures, es- 
pecially on farmers, and the import 
of overlords from other parts of the 
Arab and Ottoman empires. 

One can dismiss such arguments 
as lrrelevant. Bevin, a practical 
politician, did in his time, with dis- 
astrous effects for all concerned. An 
ideal, a great cause, rallies more 
support than a reasonable trading 
arrangement. Even when the ideal is 


evoked by madmen or professional 
brigands, as is the case with the

THE BUDGET of the Jarael Govern- 
ment for the financial year 1978 (ex- 
tending from April 1, 1878 to March 
51, 1979) was tabled in the Knesset 
yesterdey.

The second sector to shrink ia sub- 
sidies, down from IL6.2b. to IL8.6b.

- The prime object of budget policy 
this year, according to the Treasury 
Director-General Amiram Sivan, is 
to limit price increases rather than 
to improve the balance of payments.

Vocational training courses are 
due to expand by one-fifth, conse- 
quent on the weakening of the labour 
market. The freeze on the recruit- 
ment of civil servants (with selected 
exceptions) gives the opportunity to 
train more people for the production 
branch. Three new training centres 
are going up, at 8 cost of [L50m., in 
Jerusalem, Haifa and Beersheba. 

Financial provision for immigrant 
absorption has been in short supply 
for some time. No increase is an- 
ticipated of the inflow of new 
settlers, who will continue to number 
about 20,000 a year., But the alloca- 
tion for thelr accommodation is 
augmented from IL179m. to IL217m. 

The education budget, including 
higher education, is up from 
1L6,930m. to IL.11,535m. The size of 
the school population has been grow- 
ing during the last five years by 4 per 
cent per annum (faster than the pop- 
wlation growth}; the size of the 
teaching staff by 7.5 per cent; and 


the yearly budget provision by 6-7 
per cent. The number of pupils per 
staff member has declined from 18.1 
to 14.7. 

School registrations (up to and in- 
cluding high school) total 923,000 this 
year and will be 950,000 next. The 
country’s 56 teacher training 
colleges harbour 13.800 would-be in- 
structors. The Development Budget 
for education is devoted largely to 
adding more ancillary facilities such 
as laboratories and gymnasia, as 
well as installations making possible 
the use of school buildings after 
hours for general community ac- 
tivities. 


The universities had 52,000 
students in 1977, have 64,000 this 
year. But academic staffs are cut for 
economy reasons from 14,817 in 
1975/76 to 13,960 in 1977/78, The par- 
ticipation of the government and the 
Jewish Agency in university budgets 
sank from δ peak of 86.7 per-cent in 
1973/74 to 73.6 per cent in the present 
academic year. 

The number of social workera bas 
jumped in the last two years by 20 
per cent, from 5.156 to 6,289.

The National Insurance Institute ig 
going to levy IL17.2b. of con- 
tributions in 1978.

The Construction Ministry will 
give housing aid to 53,000 recipients. 
Most are to receive mortgage loans, 
but 20,200 will be provided with ren- 
tal flats. The Ministry is buliding 8,- 
500 units. Its budget was IL.6,083m. in 
1977, and will be IL7,12im. in the 
coming year. In real terms this 


spells a decline of 16 per cent, as part, 


of the government's economy drive, 
made possible in the housing sector 
by the low level of current immigra- 
tion. 


ON THE economic side, industry as 
a whole (excluding infra-structure 
branches like electricity) will invest 
IL8b., as against UL6b. this year.

Budget policymakers and the 
Benk of Israel hope that after a 
freeze in economic activity, a new 
growth will be felt — and evidenced 
by an expansion of 4 per cent in the 
Gross National Product. 

Although new government Irivest- 
ment will not grow, non- 
governmental investment will rise 
by about 4 per cent. . 

Most of the new outlays will be in 
the fields of water source develop- 
ment, tourism, electric power 
generation, communications and 
‘road building. 

Exports, it is hoped, will continue 
to increase — by 11 per cent — dur- 


ing the year, in real terms. The main 
increase will come from greater in- 
dustrial output, agricultural produc- 
tion and tourism. 

Exports as a ratio of imports will 
rise from this year’s 80 per cent to 
approximately 85 per cent. 

The trade deficit — not including 
defence purchases — will drop by 
about $200m. 

Private consumption will rise by 
about 3 per cent, or 0.8 per cent per 
capita. i. 

There will be an increase in un- 
employment — with jobless persons 
totalling 55,000, or 4.5 per cent of the 
civilian labour force. This year, the 
number of jobless Israelis has been 
averaging at 46,000, which was 3.9 
per cent of the work force. 


THE STATE budget for 1978/79 will 
be funded mainly by a combination 
of tax collections — reportedly to be 
streamlined — and continued prin- 
ting of new money by the govern- 
bags —at arate of about ἜΤ ΜΉΝ 

the year. (Treasury officials 
claim new money will be into 
the economy “‘only"’ at the rate of ap- 
proximately IL6,500m. for the 
budget year.) 

The ratio of tax revenues to the 
Grogs National Product is expected 
to rise for 1977/78 to a record high— 
66 per cent — compared with 63 per 
cent the previous year and 50 per 
cent in the preceding three years. 

The 66 per cent ratio is about twice 
that in the U.S. and almost twice that 
in Seandinavian countries which, 
like Israel, are considered welfare 
states. 

Income tax payments by in- 
dividuals will actually rise, since the 
tax bracketa will not be fully ad- 
justed to the rate of inflation. 

Value Added Tax is expected to be 
increased next year accompanied by 


reductions in customs duties and the 


purchase tax. 


Contributions to National In- 
surance Institute will go up by 0.9

Hiring freeze won't include police, 
doctors — or taxmen

« The budget for 1978 imposes a 
general freeze on the recruitment of 
civil servants — but allows excep- 
tionaliy the addition of 2,000 new 
staff. 

They comprise 900 doctors and 

Most of 
the remainder are additions to the 
tax-collecting offices, which were 
depleted by resignations last year 
lowing to dissatisfaction over 
wages).

Since real wages in the public sec- 
tor rose by 10 per cent in 1977, no in- 
justice would be done to workers in 
this sector if their real wages did not 
rise m 1978, Ehrlich maintained. 

“From. this platform, I wish to 
give warning that If demands for 
wage increases are made in the 
publi¢ sector, there will be no alter- 
native but to let workers go and to 
accelerate the process of incre:

Ehriich declared. 

When the next wage agreement in 
the public sector was being 
negotiated, the government would 
present 115 own demands, Whriich 
said. It would insist on the inclusion 
of clauses requiring better work dis- 
cipline, reduction of absenteeism 
and lateness, and the abolition of 
shorter work hours in the summer 
months. 

On the subject of prices, Ehrlich

However, 10 per cent of the 
entire population suffers from the 
“silent killer,”" the percentage in- 
creases sharply in the higher age 
brackets. For example, Dr. Atzmon 
noted, it was 17.8 per cent (according 
to a survey made in Ashdod) in the 
40-64 age bracket; and 28.8 per cent © 
in those 65 years or older bracket. 
“Hypertension can shorten the life 
span by ten to 20 years.” 

“And the tragedy," added Dr. 
Leon Epstein, head of the Communi- 
ty Medical Department in Rambam 
Hospital, in Haifa, “15 that due to the 
lack of early detection, the incidence 
of death and ailments is increasing 
in Israel; while in the U.S., where 
the problem has been seriously 
tackled, it is declining."’ The disease 
is more prevalent among 
Ashkenazim than Oriental com- 
munities. 

What causes ἢ lon? ἢ 

According to Professor David Ben- 
Yishay, there are two categories: 
“organic due to kidney disease; 
and “essential” — of no known 
cause. The latter is much more 
prevalent than the former. It in- 
cludes ‘'genetic” reasons — if both 
parents have high blood pressure, 
the chances that their children will 
have it is 40 to 50 per cent; if neither 
parent has it, only three per cent of 
the children will. 

“The nicest thing about the dis- 
ease — if there is any nice thing 
about it — is that the same treatment 
works on all causes."”

The *'Concerto to end all 
Piano Concertos,”” concocted by 
Franz Reizenstein according to the 
mixture prescribed by Gerald Hoft- 
nung, contained so many quotations 
from Tchaikovsky, Grieg, Addinsel 
(The Warsaw" Concerto) and even 
Liszt, not to mention Gershwin, that 
everybody was able to enjoy hearing 
hia favourite in a condensed version 
{perhaps other local symphonic 
bodies could follow this practice?) 

Alexander Tamir, who came fo the 
rescue after the sudden cancellation 
of the announced soloist’s participa- 
tion, was not mentioned in the 
programme, but neither was he an- 
nounced on stage. He clowned 
marvelously and played the piano 
quite impressively at the same time. 

The conductor, who must have 
spent considerable time studying the 
many expressive gestures and 

in Gerard Hoffnung’s book 
on the conductor (Dobson, Putnam, 
London}, demonstrated his incredi- 
ble skill in diving, dancing, foot- 
palling. racing and sword-fighting. 
He even imitated very successfully 
the gestures of a serious conductor 
named Sergiu Comissiona. The 
orchestra, for a change, played with 
visible delight and emitted a 
beautifully rich and surprisingly cor- 
rect sound. This event was one of the 
highlights of this season. It left me 
wondering why our usuai critic is 50 
often displeased. I could find hardly 
any faults — perhaps because he was 
ἃ featured sololst?

Cut spare parts prices, 
expert committee urges

Drastic cuts in the price of auto 
replacement parts and an intensive 
campaign to teach car owners their 
mights under the law are among the 
recomm of a committee of 
experts appointed by the former ac- 
ting Transport Minister, Yoram 
Aridor, and handed up yesterday. 

The committee, headed by Dr. 
Aharon Yoran of the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, suggested that many road ac- 
cidents could be prevented if Israeli 
drivers would be encouraged to 
maintain their cars by the proper 
replacement of J. 

The experts found that the effec- 
itive exchange rate — in the spare 
‘parts shop — is 1175 to the dollar, 
‘compared with the official rate of 
:145.40-1L:15.60 to the dollar. 

“Several factors are behind this 
distortion.” Dr. Yoran said. ‘First 
of all, an existing executive order 
‘covering auto spare parts allows for 
ἃ 100 per cent profit margin. Another 
:factor is taxation. Customs duties 
and/or purchase taxes on car 
accessories average between 26 and 
29 per cent of the retail price. 

The committee recommends an 
immediate cancellation of the ex- 

ecutive order and the prompt repeal 
of ‘the purchase tax on tires and 
headlights, to be followed gradually 
by similar action on other parts 
deemed to he vital to proper 
, maintenance of a motor vehicle. 
: The recommendations says the 
‘committee, could save the economy 
millions by reducing workdays lost 
through road accidents, en- 
vironmental damage through non- 


serviced cars, and standstill time for :. 


disabled cars and trucks. 


Nevertheless, a Treasury official 
who reviewed the recommendations 
objected. He said an estimated 
1L510m. would ‘be lost to the State 
Revenue Administration if the taxes 
were removed, “sO we-cannot go 
along unless we find alternative 
money sources to replace that 
revenue." 

Transport Ministry director- 
general, Ehud Shilo, who attended 
yesterday's press conference in 
Jerusalem, where the committee 
report was issued, said, ‘Driving 
into a garage for service or repairs 
turned into a nightmare because of 
the high price of spaye parts." 

He admitted that the Ministry's 
motor vehicle division is unable to 
adequately supervise pricing habits 
— and violations — in the hundreds 
Of spare parts shops and 2,000 or so

He therefore hailed the com- 
mittee's third proposal that hesides 
rendering a car owner individual in- 
voices and catalogue numbers for all 
Parts installed — as required under 
existing law — a garageman must 
also give the customer back the old 
part plus the box or other wrapping 
that contained the replacement part. 
Dr. Yoran added: “There is also 
the trick of having the unwary car 
owner pay VAT twice. If your 11,500

“A wide-ranging educational cam- 
paign should be undertaken to train 
automobile owners to know their 
rights — and fight for them.” 


Law to protect women 
turns out to be boomerang

TEL AVIV. — The Financial 
Relations Law, which was passed in 
1978 to protect rights of women 
whose ‘were dissolved by 
divorce or death, has become a 

boomeratig against women. 
- This is one of the claims made by 
Prof. Menashe Shawa of the Tel Aviv 
Univeraity Law School in his recent- 
ly published 457-page book on per- 
sonal status law in Israel. It is the 
largest compendium on the subject 
ever written here. 
. The Financial Relations Law, 
.which applies to couples married 
since 1974, was passed because 
women complained their property 
Tights had been violated in some 
divorce cases, After having worked 
together with the husband to build up 
their joint property, the wife was 
often left with nothing — and in fact 
was sometimes burdened with the 
husband's debts — when the couple 
got a divorce. The new law waa sup- 
to guarantee women a 50 per 
cent share in the joint property. 

Prof. Shawa writes that Israeli law 
had recognized the woman as half 
,owner of the joint property even 
before the new law. Thus, a deserted 
wife could go to court and receive a 
declaration stating she owned half 
the , Divorce, however, is 
an agreement between the husband 
and wife and the wife often ‘‘agreed" 
to get the short end of a stick, 
because it was the only way she 
could get a divorce. (Under Jewish 
law, the husband gives the divorce 
and the wife accepts it.) 

Under the new law, according to 
Prof. Shawa, the woman's situation 
has worsened. The 50 per cent divi- 
sion of property now goes into effect 
only: after divorce (or after the 
husband's death). Until then, each 
‘Spouse has full rights to whatever 

he has acquired in his own 
name. Thus the deserted wife, or the 
wife whose husband refuses to grant 
her a divorce, now cannot claim half 
the | Broperty pegiatered in her 


husband's name for as long as the 

is binding. The result is 
that husbands now use the law to 
-blackmail their wives by refusing to 
grant a divorce unless the wife 
“agrees to their terms. 

Prof. Shawa points out that the 
new law is based on the German law, 
but that in Germany divorce is 
granted by the court. In Israel, the 
court only validates the agreement 
already reached by the couple — and 
does not step into the picture until 
such an agreement is reached. 

Shawa recommends that the law 
be changed so that the court can en- 
force equal division of property even 
before divorce, so that the husband 
will have no means of blackmailing 
the wife into accepting less or into 
agreeing to other unfavourable 
terms, such as giving up custody of 
the children or agreeing to pay off 
his debts.

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Budget blues 


SIMHA EHRLICH’s first full-scale budget is similar to the es- 
timates tabled by his predecessor Yehoshus Rabinowitz. It 
reflects problems, but no real solutions. 

The Histadrut Executive, it is true, has expressed fears that 
the Treasury, on the basis of this budget, will be spending too Hit- 
tle. But the fears of the Bank of Israel that the Government will 
be forced to spend too much and thus keep the inflation pump 
primed are more real. 

For it is generality conceded, even in the Treasury itself, that | 
the budget, as presented, does not give an accurate picture of 
the year’s government expenditures. At a very minimum, the 
‘Treasury will have to pour more than six billion pounds into the 
economy beyond the expected receipts. E 

Mr. Ehrlich has tried to keep expenditures from going over- 
board, But he has not been able to do much. He has complained, 
and justly, that saddled with two rigid items — defence expen- 
ditures and debt servicing — he has not had much room for 
manoeuvre. He also was not prepared to cut into social services, 
since that would be politically dangerous. But the result is that 
even in rea] terms government expenditures have risen. 

In addition, the budget assumes that government salaries can 
be kept in a straightjacket — an.assumption which may well 
prove to be starry-eyed when collective wage agreements are 
negotiated in March. If so, that will generate further deficit 
financing. 

Knowing that things may get out of hand, the Treasury ap- 

parently has a fall-back plan for budget cuts of up to three 
billion pounds. 
. The economic facts, however, would indicate that the fali- 
back plen should have been the budget Itself, and that if the 
situation gets to the point of requiring the fall-back plan, it will 
be’ too late and too little. 


. The media scapegoat 


WHEN POLITICIANS fumble, they blame the media that ex- 


posed the errors of their way. That is how Prime Minister Begin 
reacted to reports of ἃ sudden burst of settlement activity in the 
Rafiah Approaches late last week. 

Mr. Begin made his sentiments plain after — if not already at 
— the cabinet meeting Sunday. The meeting decided not to 
allow any more new settlements to be set up in Sinai; but to 
strengthen the existing civilian population instead. 

Acting through the government spokesman, Mr. Begin charg- 
ed the media — in this case, the radio and television — with 
wildly misreporting the facts, and of causing injury to the State. 
The injury was presumably the violent response of President 
Sadat: his statement, in an interview published in ‘‘October’’ 
magazine the same day, that he would ‘‘not tolerate’ a single 
Israeli soldier or civilian remaining in Sinai after the conclusion 
of a peace agreement, 

. Later that evening, the Premier turned on the Egyptian Presi- 
dent himself. Speaking to the Herut executive committee, Mr. 


Begin accused Mr. Sadat of intransigence, and he threatenedto - 


withdraw his Sina! plan altogether, and insist on changes in the 
international frontier — unless the Israeli civilian settlements 
in the peninsula were permitted to stay on undisturbed. 

There was, however, at the same time the unmistakable im- 
pression that, in Premier Begin's eyes, President Sadat was 
largely the victim of unscrupulous Israeli broadcasters. There © 
was πὸ warrant whatever for any suchidea. : ate 

τ "It is cledr However that the reports of ground breaking for new 
settlements between Yamit and ἘΠῚ Arish were the result of 
Agriculture Minister Sharon's very Nberal reading of an un- 
publicized cabinet decision last week, which called for an ex- 
pansion of the existing settlements in the Raflah Approaches. 
This required a fresh cabinet resolution, making it clear that no 
such initiative was being contemplated. 

According to reports from the Yamit area, this directive is 
still not being complied with. But even if it should be, it would 
still not answer some unsettling questions. 

The settlers — and their supporters in the north, many of 
them inside Herut ranks — are up in arms against Mr. Begin's 
proposal to turn all of Sinai back to Egypt. By having the ex- 
isting villages in the Rafiah salient beefed up, the Premier may 
hope to still this opposition, though at a considerable expense to 
the public treasury. 

But can he say what great national purpose will be served by 
such activity? 

Moreover, it is rather hard — and it will be even harder for 
Mr. Sadat — to detect the crucial difference - between 
“‘gtrengthened” and brand-new settlements. Both kinds involve 
an appreciable increase in the number of Jewish settlers in an 
area to be recognized as under Egyptian sovereignty. 

Mr. Begin has shown understanding for Mr. Sadat's sensitivi- 
ty on this score. Yet can he say why a bigger moshav Haruvit 
should appeal to the Egyptian President more than, say, a kib- 
butz Holit? Or, for that matter, why Mr. Sadat ought to consider 
the setting up of three new settlements In Judea and Samaria at 
this time as part and parcel of the diplomatic process? 

Regrettably, Mr. Sadat’s undoubted intransigence appears to 
be matched by Mr. Begin's sudden lack of realism.

IF THE PEACE talks should 
flounder over reasonable Israeli 


demands for security on the West , 


Bank, history will judge Menahem 
Begin kindly. No leader could expose 


| his country to a near and present 
‘Ganger — even at the risk of 


forfeiting the possible prospect of 
peace. 

Tf the negotiations/fafl over the 
government's ideo! demands 
on the West Bank, over the 
sovereignty issue, and the right to 
settle there, then Begin will go down 
in history as a man of principle — 
tragically misguided principle, but 
honourable principle nonetheless. 

If, however, the cause of the 
breakdown and the shattered hopes 
is Pithat Rafiah, with the govern- 
ment backtracking under the in- 
fluence of pressure groups, history 
will not forgive Begin. It will con- 
demn him as irresolute, a man im- 
bued with vision, but with insuf- 
fictent courage and determination to 
carry out what he knew was right. 

The verdict on the Labour Party 
will doubtless be even more con- 
temptuous. Ite cynical alliance with 
self-interested settlers’ groups and 
fanatical fundamentalists to defend 
10 years of failed policy will not es- 
cape the penetrating eye of the 
historian. 


But Labour's role is marginal, as 
any opinion poll would show. Its 
responsibility ts nil — hence the easy 
irresponsibility with which it rushes 
to protect the Rafiah settlers. 

Labour's refusal to recognize that 
8. cataclysm has occurred, and to 


rethink {te positions accordingty, 
only highlights in starker relief the 
prime minister’s statesmanship in 
understanding the nature of the 
historic opportunity for peace, and in 
seeking boldly to grasp it. Labour's 
pedestrian response increases the 


onus upon Begin to show leadership. - 


FOR THE SAKE of clarity of 
thought, it would be as well to 
remember how Pithat Rafiah came 
to be an issue. Its original impor- 
tance was neither historical nor 
ideological, but purely strategic — 
the place to block the traditional in- 
vazion route. It was only after the 
strategic decision was taken to es- 
tablish an Israeli presence there that 
it was discovered that a combination 
of climate and cheap iocal labour 
made living there a profitable and 
promising venture.
